4 hurt in car-pickup crash 


An elderly Granite City couple were 
seriously injured in a car-pickup collision 
with two SIUE students Wednesday 
afternoon on Illinois Route 157 just inside 
the Edwardsville city limits. 

Clifford Duniphan, 72, was in fair 
condition Thursday at Anderson Hospital 
in Maryville and his wife, Maxine, 70, 
was in serious condition at St. Louis 
University Hospital. Maxine Duniphan is 
a former columnist for the Granite City 
Press-Record/Journal. 

“The man was still inside the truck 
when we arrived. The woman was 
ejected,’’ Glen Carbon Fire Department 

‘apt. John Ranek said. 

Rescue crews from five agencies 
worked frantically to remove two Troy 
brothers trapped in a 1990 Honda Civic, 
which collided about 4:15 p.m. with 
Duniphans’ 1990 Dodge Dakota pickup 
truck just north of Interstate 270. 

Jay Stevens, 22, of Troy was driving the 
Civic; his 19-year-old brother John 
Stevens was the passenger. The brothers 
apparently were on their way home from 
classes at Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. They were treated at 
Anderson Hospital and released. 

Edwardsville Detective Scott Evers 
gave the following account of the wreck: 


The Stevens brothers were traveling 
south on South University Drive, which 
turns into Route 157. As they approached 
the intersection with Old Chain of Rocks 
Road, the Duniphan vehicle, which was 
northbound on Route 157, turned left at 
the intersection and collided with the 
Stevens car. 

“The accident is still under 
investigation and no tickets have been 
issued yet,’”’ Evers said late Wednesday. 

Ranek said firefighters had to cut the 
driver’s side door of the Honda to 
extricate Jay Stevens; three volunteer 
firefighters managed to pull open the 

assenger door to remove John Stevens 

mm. the car. 

The pickup had flipped over and was 
lying on its roof in the eastbound lane of 
Chain of Rocks Road. The Civic came to 
rest at the intersection in a southbound 
lane of Route 157. The car, with its front 
end completely smashed, was facing 
north. 

Glen Carbon Fire Department rescue 
workers worked for more than 30 minutes 
treating and attempting to remove the 
Stevens brothers from the Civic. 

Rescue workers placed neck braces on 
the brothers inside the Civic and removed 
them on back,pboards. 





Maxine Duniphan was found lying on 
the road; broken glass and several pieces 
of clothing marked the spot on the 
pavement. The Duniphans were the first 
to be transported from the scene. 

“‘We transported the most serious 
patients first,’’ Edwardsville Fire Chief 
Dennis Henson said. 

Officers of the Glen Carbon and 
Edwardsville police departments rerouted 
traffic while the victims were removed 
and the scene was cleaned. >= 

No citations had been issued as of 
Thursday. 

Illinois State Police accident 
reconstructionist Ralph Tim mons was 
working with Edwardsville patrolmen in 
an attempt to reconstruct the accident. 

Rush hour traffic was backed up for 
nearly hour. 

“This is a total mess,”’ said one 
observer who parked his truck to watch 
rescue workers. ‘‘I didn’t see the 
accident, but it had to be just horrible.” 

Dozens of curious motorists walked up 
to the scene while traffic was blocked. 

Ranek said firefighters remained on the 
scene to help clean up. 

“There were quite a bit of fluids on the 
roads,”’ he said. ‘‘It was a mess.’’

Hamm said the issues were 
economic. 
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“‘A lot of thought has gone 
into this,"’ he said.

He said the goal of the 
district was to get off the State 
Board of Education’s financial 
watch list, and noted the 
district may be able-to do so 
as soon as next year.

He said that in grades 9-12 
the district has a 
student-teacher ratio of 13.3 to 
1, while the average for both 
the state and other school 
district’s the same size is 
about 18 to 1. 

“These figures tell me that 
we have too many teachers,”’ 
he said. ‘If you want to save 
money, you have to look at 
eliminating teachers.”’ 

However, board members 
asked what the ratio of 
students to administrators was 
and Horton said it was 209.2 to 
1, while the state average was 
262.3 to 1. 


“*We have too many 
administrators," Hamm said. 
Hamm also noted that the 

board looked at that a few 
years back, and that all the 
teachers were needed at the 
high school. 


Board member John E. 
Newsome said the assistant 
superintendent’s position has 
traditionally been a black 
person. and served as a buffer 

tween the black community 
and the district.

Madison County officials are 
ywith an eppelinie 
comply with an appella’ 
court’s ruling that a 
candidate’s name be stricken 
from the ballot in Tuesday’s 
Democratic primary. 

The 5th District Appellate 
Court on Thursday reversed a 
judge’s decision and ruled that 
Ronald ‘‘Rink’”’ Lucas’ name 
should not appear on the ballot 
as a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for 
county recorder of deeds. 

The decision, based on a 
challenge to Lucas’ nominating 
petitions, leaves incumbent 
Recorder of Deeds Dan 
Donohoo unopposed for the 
nomination. 

Adding to the uncertainty is 
Lucas’ plan to appeal the 5th 
District decision to the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 

“We don’t know what to do," 
County Clerk Debbie Saltich 
said. ‘‘Everything has been 
delivered to the precincts. 
Taking the name off the ballot 
is probably out of the 
question.’” 

Saltich said the electronic 
vote counting system could be 
reprogrammed so that it would 
not count votes for Lucas.

and another 40 or so the hot meals. 

The church is self-supporting, with food being its biggest oper- 
ating expense. Along with the couple, several others and the 
Rev. Larry Gibson, an Edwardsville businessman who pastors a 
church in Carrolton, comprise the core of the operation. 

“Your traditional churches don’t want to deal with it,” she 
said of the people who attend there. ‘“‘They look at drug addicts 
as thieves, and a lot of them are. But we don’t have anything 
here to steal. 

“We don’t care; these people need someone to know that 
someone loves them just the way they are,’’ she said. ‘This is a 
place where everybody’s welcome.” 

Fin a place where they were welcome was what prompted 
the couple to start the church in the first place. 

Ken said that after years of drug abuse and other problems, 
he and his wife found God about two years ago. 

“She changed her life and then I followed along after a 
while,” he id. ‘I was in the same boat she was as far as the 
drugs. It came to a point where I woke up one day and I was so 
far down there was no way back up. 

“There was no way out,” he said. ‘‘I was tired of it so I just 
gave the whole mess to God.” 

They started going to a traditional Baptist church, but the 
church found it hard to accept the people the couple tried to 
bring in. 

“Long-haired People, drug addicts.. péople who actually need 
to be in church,”’ he said. ‘“‘We felt led to do something more for 
the community, so we started this church.” 

Alice Mikuleza said it is hard for middle class people to 
understand the problems of the poor. 

“They are people who have never experienced addictions or 
being poor,”’ she said. ‘‘The average middle-class people have 
trouble understanding with people who are less fortunate and 
drug addicts. They don’t understand. 

“Until you fill that void you’re filling with God, you just can’t 
quit,”’ she said.

Warriors hope 
to overcome 
added hurdle

The Granite City Warriors’ 
track teams will have a major 
challenge just going up against 
the local competition. They 
really don’t.need any other 
obstacles. 


But in spite of the work of 
the coaches, athletes and 
school administrators, obsta- 
cles do remain. 

Despite the fact that more 
than 80 students have come out 
for the track program, the 
track facilities at the high 
school are suffering. The track 
itself has yet to be rolled out, 
and high jump and rong jump 
areas are nearly unusable. 


As a result, high jumpers 
are still jumping indoors, 
despite the warm weather. 
And long jumpers must place 
a mat over the concrete run- 
way to the landing pit. 


Once again, the GCHS track 
teams will not have a home 
track meet this season. And it 
seems that the powers that be 
aren’t willing to change that. 

But instead of pointing fin- 
gers or blaming individuals, 
coach Gene Briggs would rath- 
er talk about the positive 
issues. 

“It seems that our support is 
weak in some regards,’’ he 
said. “There are some things 
which need to be done and 
haven’t been. But I know ath- 
letic director Jerry McKechan 
and principal Bill Rotter have 
both been bending over back- 
wards for us, and we appreci- 
ate that. 

‘And our. athletes aren’t 
oing to let any of it stop 
them. We have a quality group 
of kids, and they’ve been work- 
ing as hard as you could ask 
them to.
